Not in love, 
bur in fear. He was learning fast now that he 
would not escape this time. Murder was a 
tough crime to hide for long. 

Police went to work methodically Police 
work is seldom spectacular For the one excit- 
ing moment when the criminal is brought to 
book, there have been hours upon hours spent 
m careful preparation. 

At least one suspect was apprehended before 
David Trask was caught, but the man was nor 
held for long, for he furnished a foolproof alibi 
for his activities during the time of the killing 
of Officer Navarre. 

But finally the truck in which Task had 
ridden was found. Hidden loot and guns 
were discovered and. almost at once, the scene 
between the policeman and the criminal was 
envisioned.
